Bankers of Westren States Issue State* 
nient About Financial Situation.

Spokane. Nov. 11.—After a meeting of 
161 bankers of Idaho, Eastern Oregon 
and Western Washington, held to dis¬ 
cuss the general financial situation and 
its special relations to the movement of 
wheat crops of this region, the follow¬ 
ing statement was given out: 

"We find that the situation among 
the country bankers is very satisfac¬ 
tory, all of them having largo amounts 
or loans secured by merchandise, wheat 
and lumber In transit. The country 
banks seem well supplied with cash re¬ 
sources. and the only difficulty they 
have had was In converting grain bills 
Into credit with the coast cities."

Samuel Tota Attacked Miss Dodd on Street Last 
Night Seriously Injuring Her-Assailant 


Committed Suicide. 


A dispatch from Liverpool to-day 
sgys: "Negotiations are on foot be¬ 
tween the Cunard line and the Grand 
Trunk Pacific of Canada for the Joint 
handling of Canadian passengers and 
freight traffic. The scheme which is 
still In its initial stage, contemplates 
running a line of Cunard steamers di¬ 
rect from Liverpool to Canada and a 
Cunard line service from the Cana¬ 
dian Pacific coast to Japan, China and 
Australia." 

The Impression has prevailed that 
the Grand Trunk Pacific would enter 
Into negotiations with some of the ex¬ 


isting ocean steamship companies to 
supply the Atlantic and Pacific con¬ 
nections. It was generally supposed 
that the Allan Steamship Company 
might become partners In this trade. If 
the Cunard line provides the ocean 
services for (he Grkhd Trunk Pacific*, 
it will bring to Canadian port* a com¬ 
pany which has an enviable reputation 
and one which with the Lusitania and 
the Mauretania has been setting a pace 
on the Atlantic. 

The company, 1^ the arrangements 
are carried out. would probably put on 
the Pacific some of the steamers now 
in use on the Atlantic.

Joseph's hospital, -- - - 

From the information obtainable of 
this one of love's tragedies, the story 
may be followed somewhat In this way: 

In the company of - cigar workers 
with whom the young stranger was 
thrown, he found the acquaintanceship 
of a son of Mrs. Dodd, a widow, who 
lives on Fort street; and by an Ill- 
starred chance Dodd, hearing Tota say 
that he was looking for a lodging place. 
Invited him to seek a room which was 
vacant at his mother's house, which 
Tota did. 

In this- way the young man was In¬ 
troduced to the Dodd family, and an 
acquaintance grew between him and 
Miss Lottie Dodd, the widow’s only 
daughter which on Tota’s side was un¬ 
wisely permitted to ripen Into love. As 
a member of the household he was 
able to avail himself of frequent op¬ 
portunities of enjoying the company of 
the girl, and' eventually his attachment 
developed Into uncontrollable desire. 

This unhappy attachment was not 
returned. Lottie, whilst possessing a 
woman's natural love of attention, 
found no responsive chord of her heart 
awakened by the addresses of the 
young man and as she discovered the 
nature of Totn's regard, hastened to 
disabuse his mind of any hope In that 
direction. 8ne chided his advances and 
cautioned him against entertaining 
hopes of winning her hand. 

It was not on the occasion of Tota's 
first appearance In Victoria that this 
unhappy acquaintance was ma%c. 
Commencing with September. 1904, he 
worked in the cigar factory for six 
or eight months, and then left for San 
Francisco, where ho remained until 
May. 1906. when- Jie returned to the 
city and found employment again with 
the cigar people. It was then he be¬ 
came known to young Do<Jd, and re¬ 
ceived his Introduction to Mrs. Dodd's 
home. 

Some time last fall Tota once more 
left Victoria. For several months he 
prosecuted his trade in Seattle and 
other places on the Sound. A few 
months ago he moved to New West¬ 
minster and found employment there. 
During his absence the

Mr. Butler recommends a com¬ 
mission of throe experts to study the 
economic aspect before either project 
is undertaken. iM 

Tfje deputy says the great question.; 
in the development of any rupldfy 
growing country is transportation. The 1 
growth of traffic is so great as to have 
outsped the means of accommodating 
It. and despite the best efforts of those 
concerned, there have been serious 
congestions. The remedy, he says, 
may be found In the amplification and 
Improvement of railway equipments, 
and in the ordinary type being better¬ 
ed and the quantity of rolling stock In¬ 
creased. 

Since the confederation Canada has 
expended on railways over three hun¬ 
dred and sixteen millions of dollars.

The bullet which 
fractured his skull was removed yes¬ 
terday, and several famous surgeons) 
have been In almost constant attend-' 
anoe since the operation. 

Bjorlln. who was a Dane, had bedn 
in the employ of the Thebaud family 
for about four years, and appeared to 
be greatly attached to the children In 
th<f household. Paul was his special 
favorite. The affection of the butler 
for the young man had been long no¬ 
ticeable. and when Bjorlln. several 
days ago, became morose and began to 
drink heavily, it was believed to be 
because the ycying man called him to 
account sharply for some inattention to 
his duties. 

Some of the other servants have said 
since the tragely that Bjorlln several 
days ago threatened to kill every one 
In the house, and told them that he had 
a written list pf his prospective victims, 
with young Paul at the head. They 
paid no attention to' him at the time 
believing it was only the idle talk of a 
man who had drank too much.

in General Capacity the Empire’s 
Navy Was Never sn 
Satisfactory. 


London, Nov. 9.—The celebration of. 
the sixty-sixth anniversary of King 
Edward's birthday was brought to a 
fitting close at the inaugural banquet 
of the new Lord Mayor of London, Sir 
John C. Bell, at the Guildhall to-night. 
For the first time since the brief re¬ 
gime of Lord Rosebery in the early 
nineties, a Liberal prime minister oc¬ 
cupied the post of honor. The premier, 
Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman, who 
last year was unable to attends the 
Lord Mayor's banquet, owing to the 
death of his wife, was In his place to¬ 
night. and delivered the principal 
speech of the evening. In reply to the 
toast of His Majesty's ministers. De¬ 
parting from „the usual rule, the pte- 
mier referred In his opening remarks 
to domestic affairs, especially congrat¬ 
ulating David Lloyd-George, president 
of the board of trade, on the settlement 
of the dispute between the railways 
and their employees. 

Touching on foreign affairs, Sir 
Henry said that the results obtained 
at the recent Hague peace conference 
had not come up to his most sanguine 
hopes, but that he was glad he had 
been over-Bangulne In his expectations, 
for he spoke for a nation who had no 
aggressive designs upon Its neighbors, 
and desired only to live In peace and 
amity toward all. The Hague confer¬ 
ence, he declared, was a plant of slow 
growth, but one in which he had great 
confidence, and he believed the day 
would come when there Would be a 
stop to the mad race for arms, which 
was now the scourge of our common 
civilization. In view of the work ac¬ 
complished by the conference. Sir 
Henry said that it had been by no 
means insignificant. The British dele¬ 
gates had done all that could be done 
to advance the question of arbitration. 
If they had attempted to force the Issue 
he declared, the result would have 
been negative or even worse—friction. 
An International prize court would be 
a notable step In advance, he said, and 
It might be necessary for the leading 
maritime powers to come to an agree¬ 
ment for the establishment of such a 
court and the adoption of rules there¬ 
from. Great Britain had also left mat¬ 
ters In shape for future amicable dis¬ 
cussion of the abolition of contfeband 
and the restriction of floating mines. 

The colonial conference. The Angto- 
Russlnn treaty and the steps taken to 
prevent the plague and sedition In In¬ 
dia having been disposed of. Sir Henry 
took up the Congo question. Great as 
the contrast Is between the hopes of 
the English people when the Congo 
state was established and the condi¬ 
tions existing there at the present 
time, he felt that he must speak with 
the greatest reserve, because the Bel¬ 
gian parliament will shortly be asked 
on what terms it will take over the In¬ 
dependent Free State of Congo. Great 
Britain would not Interfere In the ne¬ 
gotiations. he declared, but the govern¬ 
ment was deeply Impressed with the 
responsibility that It, in common with 
others, felt that the government of the 
Congb had been put on a footing with 
the colonies administered by the other 
nations, and in accordance with the 
treaties with which the Congo came 
Into existence. 


London, Nov. 9.—Sir John Fisher, 
senior naval lord of the admiralty, at 
the Lord Mayor's banquet to-night, in 
replying to the recent attacks upon the 
navy, pointed out that In the North 
Sea manoeuvres there were gathered 
together twenty-six of the finest bat¬ 
tleships in the world Bpd twenty-six 
cruisers, many of which were superior 
to any foreign battleships, and even 
this great floet represented only a 
fraction of Great Britain’s naval 
power. Besides. v he said, the gunnery 
and general efficiency of the British 
fleet surpassed all records, and was a 
matter for wonder and admiration. 

“The oBJect of the admiralty, - ’ said 
Sir "John, “has been one of Instant 
readiness, and we got It. Don’t be dis¬ 
turbed by the bogle of Invasion. One 
might as well talk of embarking St. 
Paul’s cathedral on a penny steamer 
as embarking one hundred thousand 
German soldiers to Invade England." 
In conclusion. Sir John said that the 
fleet. In the number of-fighting ships 
and In general capacity, was never so 
satisfactory as at the present time.

INDUSTRIAL PEACE. 


Committee of American . Organization 
Outlines Plan of Future Cam¬ 
paigns.

Washlngtori, NOV. 9.—The trustees 
and the committee of the Industrial 
Peace Foundation met at the depart¬ 
ment of commerce and labor to-day to 
organise and outline plans. 

A resolution was adopted requesting 
the commissioner of labor to Inves¬ 
tigate and report upon the workings 
of the various state boards of arbitra¬ 
tion and conciliation, to report upon 
the Canadian Act and upon the indus¬ 
trial arbitration and % conciliation 
boards In other countries, and to pre¬ 
sent the result to the founders for 
guidance and information, with the 
view of bringing the arbitration and 
conciliation boards of the several 
states which Jinve provided for such 
work In conduction with the founda¬ 
tion. 

A committee on by-laws and regula¬ 
tions was appointed, consisting of 
Marcus M. Marks, Archbishop Ireland, 
Samuel Gompers and Commissioner 
Neill. It was found that the organiza¬ 
tion act required some amendments, 
so that the trustees originally named 
by the president and the committee of 
nine named by .those trustees could 
act as one body when required. 

Commissioner Nelli made a report 
on the workings of the Erdman Act, 
In connection with the scope and ob¬ 
ject of the foundation. 

During the meeting the hope was 
expressed that the funds, now con¬ 
sisting of the Nobel peace prize, 
awarded to President Roosevelt and 
devoted by him to the foundation, 
would be largely Increased by contribu¬ 
tions, so that an Income would ulti¬ 
mately be at the disposal of the 
trustoes to enable the foundation to 
effectively do the work set forth In the 
Act of Congress Incorporating the 
foundation. Great hope was also ex¬ 
pressed by various members of the 
board of trustees and of the industrial 
peace committee that the foundation 
would develop Into the most efficient 
body in any country in the world for 
the promotion of Industrial peace.

TRADE RELATIONS WITH BRIT- 
- AIN. ; 


The press pf the United Kingdom has 
not received Australia's preference 
proposals very seriously. '!}' has stat¬ 
ed Its opinions of them very frankly 
Indeed. In some Instances with an acid¬ 
ity that Is not likely to leave a very 
pleasant taste In thb mouths of Pre¬ 
mier Donkin gnd his ministers. And 
yet thero 1 s nothing more certain than 
the fact that Mr. Deaktn believes he 
is doing p «3 Mother Country as well 
as his own country a signal service'In 
adopting ft frankly protectionist policy, 
with an incidental gap In the tariff 
wall /or the benefit of British manu¬ 
facturers and commercial houses. Ac¬ 
cording to Punch’s chief cartoonist, 
the gap in' the fence, is a very small 
one. ’and John Bull will hays to prove 
a very agile old gentleman to clear 
the barrier cleanly and neatly. 
Hut ' the Premier of the Com¬ 
monwealth has explained that the ac¬ 
tion of his government must be judged 
from its intentions rather than by 
present appearances. It Is the ultimate 
effects which must be considered in 
estimating the possibilities of his pol¬ 
icy. He says it Is clear that reciproc¬ 
ity is nWTtosslble while,public opinion 
In Great Britain remains as it is. His 
idea apparently Is tl\at It would be well 
for Australia to attempt to effect a 
change In British public opinion. This 
is An undertaking'of cohsiderable mag¬ 
nitude. It is something Canada has 
not attempted to do. the position of 
our Prime Minister being that the fis¬ 
cal system of Great Britain Is some¬ 
thing with which we have, nothing 
whatever to do. All we have to con- 
sider ts the maintenance of a policy we 
consider to be in the best Interests of 
the Dominion. We have adopted - a 
system of preferences because such a 
system is*" certain to be of benefit-Lr 
Canadians. Experience has demon¬ 
strated that the attitude of our gov¬ 
ernment is sound. The Premier of 
Australia evidently thinks the policy 
of the Commonwealth should be cast 
upon very different lines—that It stould 
have reference to the business situa¬ 
tion in Great Britain as well as to the 
conditions in Australia. He frankly 
says it was a misfortune that at the 
recent Imperial Conference there 
was not only no chance for a British 
tariff preference, but that a proposal 
for Empire co-operation had boon 
cavalierly set aside and only a colorless 
substitute offered. At the same time 
he evidently cannot understand why it 
is that an Empire possessing greater 
possibilities of self-sufficiency than 
any other nation In the world should 
deliberately set its thee Against his de¬ 
sire to effect the most powerful trade 
combination the world has ever bo- 
held. The Premier says he believes the 
preference will come, und it may be 
assumed that the Australian system of 
preferences., accompanied by an Anti¬ 
podean idea of the duty of the Mother 
Country, will be the most effective 
means of bringing It about 
With Mr. Deakin's Idea" that the ex¬ 
tension of the Canadian Intermediate 
tariff to France and its possible ex? 
tension to Germany and Italy also Is 
the outcome of the failure of the Moth¬ 
er Country to reciprocate with Canada 
we cannot agree. A treaty has been 
arranged between this country ami 
France because*it Is the belief of our 
Finance Minister and other statesmen 
that a broadening of the lines of com¬ 
merce will be beneficial 'alike to .Can¬ 
ada and to France. Trade is mutually 
beneficial or It could not be carried on. 
The policy of the present government 
is to remove all barriers standing in 
the way of commerce consistent with 
the conditions as they obtain here. 
-The fruits of that policy are so mani¬ 
fest in the business conditions in the 
country that no defence of it is neces¬ 
sary. ,If Australia has any other efid 
in view in adopting a protectionist 
system, modified by a preference some 
British newspapers contend is merely 
a preference on paper, we • fear her I 
statesmen will flnrd out they have made j 
a serious mistake.

MR. KING AND THE 


VANCOUVER EXCESSES. 


—At the time of going to press this 
afternoon the-bonditlon of Miss Lottie 
Dodd, who suffered at the hands of her 
assailant. 8 . Tota last night, had some¬ 
what Improved. One finger was shot 
off by the dig^harge of the -revolver 
and several cits were inflicted by the 
raxor. 


Rome. commemorated in ringing 
verse by Macaulay. Japs of all classes 
and conditions were more than willing 
Id sacrifice life and property In the re¬ 
cent war with Russia for the honor of 
thfe nation. In their eagerness to get 
to the front and to throw themselves 
at the face of the enemy they could 
scarcely be restrained. But the Japs 
In Canada seem to be Imbued with an 
entirely different spirit. That Ms" to 
say. they do not appear to have 
brought across the water with them 
that altruistic Idea of service which 
was so conspicuous at homo in their 
relations with governments. Perhaps 
the change In attitude of mind Is due 
t*» change of circumstances. Possibly 
they have imbibed all to speedily the 
Gcidental view point In' such manners, 
which is that governments are insti¬ 
tutions of service rather than insti¬ 
tutions to be served. In no otljer way 
can the magnitude of the bills be pre¬ 
sented to Mr. Mackenzie King on ac¬ 
count of losses sustained In the so-call¬ 
ed Vancouver riots Jse accounted for. 
The altitude of the Oriental mind In 
Its new surroundings was frankly and 
naively summed up in the declaration" 
that governments are expected to “pay 
through ‘the nose,” as It were, for dam¬ 
ages inflicted upon the property of 
strangers within the gates of a nation. 
Mr. King endeavored to make the fact 
plain that while the government Is de¬ 
sirous qS meeting every legitimate claim 
against It, It will not tolerate fraud¬ 
ulent demands. The consequence has 
been a “taxing process" which has 
lessened the damage claims to a con¬ 
siderable extent. 

The losses sustained by the Orientals 
In Vancouver having been fixed in a 
manner satisfactory to all concerned, 
Mr. King is going to undertake an¬ 
other and what will probably prove a 
iqore Interesting and illuminating in¬ 
vestigation. He has been empowered 
by the government to endeavor to find 
,out the cause of the recent remarkable 
descent upon this coast and a host of 
undesirable and unappreciated Immi¬ 
grants. Tho Vancouver News-^Adver- 
tiser, which has maintained a very fair 
and judicial attitude throughout the 
course of the agitation, says of Mr. 
King, the Deputy Commissioner of 
Labor and his mission: “The Informa¬ 
tion that will be elicited will probably 
be useful to both the Dominion and Im¬ 
perial governments and not unlikely will 
facilitate an undestandlng between 
Great Britain and Japgn in regard to

The deceased was a native of Harvey, 
Albert county.

"A tall, dark stranger, wrapped In a 
cloak, glided In, and after saluting the 
earl seated himself in a vacant chair at 
the opposite side of the table, and be¬ 
gan to cut the cards. Whatever qualms 
of conscience the earl may have had 
vanished when he saw that the 
stranger was likely to prove an oppon¬ 
ent worthy playing with, and soon the 
game began In earnest The stranger 
removed his bonnet and cloak, and 
presently proposed to raise the stakes.

Port Arthur, OnL, Nov. 9.—The ship¬ 
ment of the western grain crop from 
the head of the Great Lakes, to the 
eastern elevators lias this year, de¬ 
veloped a peculiar condition of affairs. 
The crop was late In being harvested, 
so that the natural expectation would 
be a greater rush in the closing weeks 
of navigation, causing a higher rate 
than us&al. 

A year ago vessel owners were get¬ 
ting two and one-half cents a bushel for 
transporting the grain, and this year 
they are taking It down the lakes for 
two cents. It also has been shown 
that whatever fears there might have 
been a few weeks ago that boats would 
not be available, are not being realized. 
All the boats needed are obtainable. 
This results not from a scarcity of 
grain shipments as compared with 
other years, but from the activity of 
the navigation companies In addition 
to their fleets to be ready to meet the 
demand which Is growing all the time. 
The fleets between Canadian ports are 
constantly being added to by large and 
up-to-date vessels to meet the require¬ 
ments of the trade. Owners recognize 
the fact that they must keep pace with 
the progress in the wheat growing 
fields. *V_ 

The grain shipments this year have 
been much more steady than in past 
years. Many vessels have been en¬ 
gaged all through the season, and not 
so many In the ore and coal carrying 
business as formerly. This Is a result 
of the conditions which developed from 
the cold winter last year. 

The grain did not come out as fast 
during the winter months as usual, and 
when summer opened there was a large 
amount ready for lake shipments.

Washington. Nov. 9.—The new wire¬ 
less telegraph stations at Fairbanks 
and Circle City. Alaska, are ready for 
operation, according to advices Just 
received by Brig. Gen. Allen, chief sig¬ 
nal officer of the army. The stations 
are $40 miles apart and are designed 
to have a radius of about 250 miles. 
Stations are planned at various points 
from Nome to Cape Flattery and be¬ 
fore a year has elapsed, the signal 
corps expect to have In operation wire* 
less connections from Bering straits to 
Puget sound. This Is Intended to sup¬ 
plement the Valdez-SItka table and 
the land telegraph lines, which. In the 
severe season, are difficult to keep In 
working order. 

There are wireless stations In opera¬ 
tion at Nome and St. Michael, a dis¬ 
tance ofi 107 miles across Norton 
sound. The station at Nome will be 
enlarged and a station at Fort Gib¬ 
bons and another station will be con¬ 
structed at Valdez by the navy depart¬ 
ment. and these will be operated' with 
naval wireless stations at Sitka and 
Cape Flattery. It Is likely that sta¬ 
tions will be constructed at Eagle 
City and Gulkana In order to replace 
land lines between those two points 
which traverse the roughest country of 
Alaska.

The shadows lengthen, and T must 
cross to A1 gee Iras before the sun sets. 
So must hundredf, perhaps thousands, 
of poor people return to their homes in 
Spanish territory; people for whom 
Gibraltar Is a business proposition of 
another kind. In that it provides them 
with a legal livelihood throughout the | 
year. I see them streaming across the , 
neutral territory Into Spain, not a few I 
with figures artificially altered by the 
amount of contraband which they have j 
contrived to secrete about their per¬ 
sons In the hope of smuggling It sue- | 
cessfuMy across the border. Night falls; j 
great clouds envelope the heights of 
the Rock, and I can t>nly see Its base 
and the sea boundary of "neutral ter¬ 
ritory" outlined by twinkling lamps 
that remind me of the famous "Queen’s 
Necklace" of Bombay. I gase out over 
the sea from my window In the Relna 
Christina hotel, and an irresistible 
feeling of affection for the great Rock 
looming out of the darkness takes 
possession of me; it breeds the same 
wonderful kind of confidence that the 
waking child feels wheri he knows that, 
by stretching out his hand through the 
bars of his bed. he will surely find his 
mother by his side. 

-Algeclras. 

The Concert of Europe invented Al- 
geclras when It chose that livel y spot 
for the conference which was to settle- 
the Morocco difficulty In 1906. That Is 
to say that it introduced the name of 
this desolate village by the sea to the 
acquaintance of hundreds of people 
who were ^previously unaware of the 
fact of Its existence, with the result 
that It Is now In a fair way of becom¬ 
ing a prosperous seaside resort for 
Idlers who are tired of Biarritz and the 
Rivera, and a perfect sanatorium for 
invalids anxious to escape the terrors 
of a southern winter. Under any ad - i 
ministration but that of a Spanish mu¬ 
nicipality Its development in this di¬ 
rection would have been far advanced 
long ago; but the nathre of southem- 


moet Spain has no inclination toward 
hastening the day of prosperity by any 

undue effort of his own. 

He argues that If The gratuitous ad¬ 
vertisement given to Algeclras by the 
coming of the conference does not se¬ 
cure Its fashionable future nothing 
will; so he leaves the roads unpaved 
and the usual sanitary defects of sea¬ 
side villages more than usually appar¬ 
ent, trusting to rthflire to supply the 
scenery and to British enterprise to 
supply the capita* which Is necessary 
to attract the tourist and the patient. 
It may ba.added that he has not trusty 
ed In vain to these two powers; for the 
former smiles perennially upon the 
surrounding country, ahd the latter has 
built a railroad from Bobadllla by a 
route of quite exceptional beauty, and 
has raised In Algeclraa itself one of 
the best hotels in Europe. Were It not 
for these amenities Algeclras would In¬ 
deed h® Pg*t praying for; a tiny fish¬ 
ing village opposite Gibraltar, and a 
veritable "smugglers’ rest” for those 
whose dnlly bread depends on the 
quantity of tobacco which they can 
bring Into 8naln from the "free port" 
over the waflfr. 

The Journey to Honda Is one of sur¬ 
passing beauty. I cannot recall any 
line of railway outside the tropics 
which offers to the traveller so con¬ 
tinuous a feast of varied scenery. Writ 
of alL we passed through forests of 
cork woods, their delicate gr een fol¬ 
iage contrasting vividly with the deep 
brown hue of the trunkB stripped of 
the outer bark which forms the "cork" 
of commerce. Then through miles of 
orchard, bright with pink blossom and 
white, and through orange groves 
heavily laden with golden fruit. Ronda 
Itself is 5,000 feet above the level of the 
sea. 

Natural Beauties. 

For those who are careless of their 
cr eature comfor ts when hot In the pur¬ 
suit of the beautiful I can Imagine few 
places more attractive than this mar¬ 
velous old Roman settlement. The town 
Is built upon a site which is-almost 
unique In Spain, and Is divided by a 
deep ravine and a "glacis" of fertile 
agricultural land from the snow-capped 
mountains which surround It. A fis¬ 
sure of tremendous depth, through 
which the river rushes at terrific speed, 
bisects the town and Is spanned by 
three Interesting bridges. The first 
and lowest of these Is of Roman con¬ 
struction. and dates from before 
Christ; the second was built by the 
Moors some 1,200 years agx anl tho 
highest Is the work of Spaniards in the 
eighteenth century. To reach the old¬ 
est part of Ronda. the Moorish town, 
we traverse the Spanl u bridge, and 
find ourselves In a net work of nar¬ 
row lanes. Ill-paved and worse lighted, 
but picturesque beyond all expression 

To be sure, this Is "a thing of shreds 
and patches." There are no "features.* 
no broad Impressions' to be graven on 
the memory, but a multitude of corn¬ 
ers and nooks and glimpses of a me¬ 
diaeval world that knows and cares 
nothing for the rushing exigencies of 
modem days. Bits of the ancient Ro¬ 
man wall reihate; a fine Moorish tower 
to the principal church, whose tiled bel¬ 
fry gleams like a jewel in the sunshine; 
a beautiful house In a tumbledown 
street, with two perfect little quad¬ 
rangles and a dwelling once occupied 
by the generaltaJmo of the forces of 
Barber#—now. Bfc lodging of an agri¬ 
cultural laborsrT whose bedroom win¬ 
dow looks out fin to the mountains of 
the Sierra de Ronda. To enumerate 
the patches of perfection at Ronda be¬ 
comes tedious If not Impossible; the 
carved arches over many a doorway, 
the tattered fourteenth century mis¬ 
sals In dally use at the church of Sta. 
Marla, the quaint old cottages perched 
here and there on the brink of gorges 
and ravines; these are but a few of the 
details that will satisfy the true-born 
tourist, and stimulate the Imagination 
of tho artist.

THE ROCK 


The $4,000,000 ^our-track bridge across 
the 8t Lawrence river, about eight 
miles west of Quebec, which recently 
collapsed. Is (says Engineering) In 
length of span and dimensions of unit 
members comparable with only the five 
greatest of spans of all types yet built 
In the thirty years since the advent of 
structural steel revolutionised engin¬ 
eering-obliterated all former limits of 
construction. Indeed, except the pro¬ 
posed North River bridge, New York, 
with a six track, 2.850 foot suspended 
channel span, the Quebec bridge great 
rpan excels all others that have ever 
been prominently advocated or 
menced.

For years I was the Victim of an uq-r 
confessed yet troubled feeling that, 
almost alone -amongst our British pos¬ 
sessions.

Even from afar Gibraltar lies like a 
great Hon across the path of those who 
would travel from east to west by way 
of Yhe Mediterranean. The rugged 
head stares doggedly over Spain: fore¬ 
paws stretch into Llnea, hindquarters 
slope down Into the sea at Europa 
Point, There Is no mistaking the mean¬ 
ing of Gibraltar, and he who runs may 
read that meaning whensoever It suits 
him best; It Is the lesson of "noil me 
tangere” (Angllce; “You may look but 
you must npt touch”) from the cruiser 
lying at anchor In the bay and the Im¬ 
mense guns which the keen eye can 
discern (they seem about the size of fox 
terriers) standing alert Just below the 
sky-line of the Rock. Gibraltar Is a 
business proposition In terms of blood 
and Iron; a steadfast rock of offence 
and defence patent to aB whom It may 
concern. 

A Hive of ‘Induati^r. 

Its waterways belong t<f battleships 
of greater or less degree which fly the 
Union Jaeky-to moles and harbors for 
the accommodation of British fleets. 
Ashore. It is a hive of British Industry 
and activity; dockyards and barracks, 
hospitals and parade grounds, guns 
and "galleries,” occupy every position 
worth having. All else Is but a "side- 
show” compared with the Brlttetr for¬ 
tress aspect of Gibraltar. Even the 
British tourist feels ashamed of him¬ 
self as he promenades about the Rock; 
It Is ho place for him to Idle In, even 
though he can claim It as hts very own. 
Yet, through the shame of wandering 
whilst others worked, of sleeping whilst 
others watched, there glowed In me an 
intense pride of country when I stepped 
ashore at Gibraltar. 

I defy anybody^ to "tour” In Gibr¬ 
altar: the action'Is Inappropriate; a 
mouse might as well, try to gambol in 
the presence of a cat. At the most we 
can begin to realize the might of Bri¬ 
tain when she Is beyond the reach of 
party politics. We can see something 
of the dockyards, something of the fer-

AH mem¬ 
bers were completely finished in the 
shops The- Trt*=track suspended 
span of the Williamsburg bridge. New 
York ranks next In combined length and 
capacity; but except the main cables, 
its superstructure Involved ' no large 
members or difficult feats of erection. 
The 840-foot rwo-hlnge span of the 
highway and electric-car bridge across 
the Niagara river and gorge. Just be¬ 
low the falls, Is the next longest span, 
and the 

Longest Arch In the World. 

Its members are very light, none of 
them exceeding 10 tons In w'elght, or 
500 feet In length. The 820 foot span 
of the Lansdown bridge over the Rorl 
channel of the Indus river at Bukkur, 
Is also a riveted connection cantilever, 
with enormous members (280 feet long, 
weighing *40 tons) In the end panels 
which were built up plscemeal ’in situ" 
somewhat like those of the Forth 
bridge. The 812 foot rlver-span of the 
double track Wabash bridge over the 
Monongahela river at Pittsburg, Penn¬ 
sylvania. Is the next longest existing 
span, excepting suspension bridges, and 
Is the longest trussed span yet com¬ 
pleted In America.

At the Inquest at Croft In England 
Into the death of Annie Halnfea, aged 
17, domestic servant, who was found 
dead In a ditch, a verdict of murder 
was returned against a collier named 
Archibald Page, aged 20, her sweet¬ 
heart. 

When arrested Page said: *Tm sorry 
now rve done It. I strangled her with 
one hand, and she was dead In three 
minutes. She was with another young 
man one Sunday. I asked her who he 
was, and she refused to tell me.” 

Page then handed the policeman a 
letter which was as follows : 

“A lover’s crime. May heaven for¬ 
give me for what I’ve done, but we 
were both ready to die together, for 
our lives are not worth living, and our 
plan Is to die together. 

"Now I’ve killed my own sweetheart 
I cannot kill myself, but I’ll give the 
police some work to do, but before this 
letter Is found I’ll be a hundred miles 
away.,* I must conclude my farewell 
letter. The Handcuff King, good-bye 
lass.” 

He afterwards made a detailed con¬ 
fession In which ho alleged Jealousy as 
the cause of the crime. He stated that 
while he was killing the girl some men 
passed by them on cycles, but did not 
see. them. 

He described how after the murder 
he took train to Leicester, and spent 
the evening at a music hall. At mid¬ 
night he returned to the scene of the 
murder, and searched the fields and 
ditch, and found that the body had 
gone. He wandered about the spot all 
night.

STRIKING EULOGY ON 
BRITISH TROOPS 


High fighling Qualities of Empire 
SoMier-Germany Sorry for 
Boer War Criticism. 


A remarkable eulogy of Great Brit¬ 
ain during the Boer war Is published 
In the German official military organ, 
the Mflltaer Wochenblatt. 

Unqualified admission is made that 
the British government was misjudged, 
and unfctlnted praise of the British 
soldier is freely recorded. The article 
emanates from the German general 
staff, and Is therefore official. It con¬ 
sists of a review of the British official 
history of the war compiled by Gen¬ 
eral Sir Frederick Maurice. 

The writer begins by saying that sel¬ 
dom indeed has public opinion been led 
more astray concerning the true signi¬ 
ficance of the events of a war than 
during the hostilities In South Africa. 

Criticism Not Justified. 

It is declared that practically the en¬ 
tire press of all civilized countries did 
everything it could to eulogize the 
achievements and organization of the 
Boers, especially after their first vic¬ 
tories; while British leadership and 
the British troops were belittled and 
mistakes immoderately condemned 
without any foundation which could 
justify such sharp criticism. 

The article continues: “This exhaus¬ 
tive presentation of all the circum¬ 
stances admits of a clear picture being 
obtained for the first time of all the 
difficulties which the British military 
authorities had to contend with at the 
beginning of the war. If hitherto the 
absolute inadequacy of the British pre¬ 
parations for the war has appedTed in¬ 
comprehensible, we now learn as a 
matter of fact that In competent cir¬ 
cles in Great Britain hopes were en¬ 
tertained to the last that there would 
be a peaceful development of affairs. 

•Therefore, the widely prevailing 
opinion that Great Britain was prepar¬ 
ing for the war long beforehand, and 
was only awaiting an opportunity to 
opsn hostilities, Is erroneous." 

Germany’s Experience. 

After referring to the effect of the 
climate on men fresh from home the 
review proceeds: ‘If the British sold¬ 
ier in the early engagements did not 
show himself at the height of his Aght- 
Inf capacity when such catastrophes 
as Nicholson's \Nek and Stormberg 
could occur, we. who now &ave our 
own experience of colonial warfare be¬

Attorney Declares That Five Thousand 
Chicago Couples Are Not 
Properly Tied. 

Chicago. Nov. 8.—Five thousand mar¬ 
riages of f?hieago couples, which have 
been performed in Hammond. Ind., 
within the last five years, were de¬ 
clared to be illegal, in an opinion ren¬ 
dered yesterday at Hammond by Attor¬ 
ney Lowden O. Bomberger to Ernest I. 
Short ridge, clerk of the Circuit and Su¬ 
perior courts. 

In his opinion, he holds that licenses 
issued by . the Superior court of Lake 
county, located at Hammond, are Is¬ 
sued without legal authority, and that 
the only court of LAke county which Is 
empowered to issue licenses is the 
Circuit court at Crown Point.

Knew Concern Insolvent. 

Portland, Ore.. Nov. 9.—J. Thorburn 
Ross, president: G. H. Hill, vice-presi¬ 
dent, and T. T. Berkhart, treasurer, of 
the Title Guarantee A Trust Co., which 
went Into the hands of a receiver last 
Wednesday, were arrested to-day, and 
a warrant is out for John E. Atchison, 
secretary of the defunct institution! 
Atchison is now in New York. 

The defendants who have been ar¬ 
rested were released this afternoon on 
furnishing $2,500 ball each.
